miles beyond Nunaimo. Mr. Dunsmtiii' 
regrets that thu price of coal has beuii 
forced up so hit;h in San ~ Francisco, and 
object of his conference with his 8ons,who 
manage that end uf their business, is to 
.elicct a reduction. Besides his coal and 
•road and stouui and sailing vessels, Mr. 
Dunsmuir owns a largo area of timber 
lands on Vancouver Island. The day be- 
fore he c-uiie to Portland he sold the 
timber on 50,000 acres to a Michig.ui 
lumberman for ?250,000. The magnitude 
and value of his various enterprises, as 
wull as thu ability of their management, 
places Mr. Dunsmuir in the tii'st rank 
amonij the business men on this coast. 
'J'ho only regret we have heard him ex- 
press respecting his situation is that Van 
couver Island is not a pait of tho I'nitod 
States. It would be to his pecuniary ad- 
vantage if that were the case, for during 
the past eleven months uf this year ho 
paid $210,000 iu duties on his coal in San 
Francisco, But, apart from tiiis private 
consideration, he is rightly of the opinion 
that it would be better for British Colum- 
bia if it belonged to the United States of 
.'ViMcrica, since its natural conimerciul 
interests are with this country." 

And whereas, such open and advise' 
speaking is disloyal to the (^ueon, a viola- 
tion of allegiance and oath of ollicc sworn 
and subscribed by tho said Robert Duns- 
muir as President of the Executive Coun- 
cil and member of tho Legislative Assem- 
bly; bo it, thuroforo, 

Uesolved, I'hat an humble address be 
presented to His Honor the Liuuteuant- 
liovcinor, praying that His Honor may 
bo pleased to transmit tho foregoing reso- 
lution to His Excellency tliu (Jovornor- 
(ieneral of Canada, humbly entreating 
His Excellency to nominate ar.d appoint 
a "Royal Commission uf Inquiry," to take 
evidence and examine witnesses touching 
the alleged open and advised speaking of 
the said Robert Dunsmuir. 

The lion, mover said before ho entered 
upon the consideration of the question, he 
wished to state at the outset tliat lie had 
reduced h few remarks to writing so that 
lie might not bo misunderstood. Ho 
simply relied on his position in the house 
to make wliatovor chaigo he believed in 
the interest of the province. Ho would 
not oUer any extensive remarks on tho 
rusulution. The government had decided 
to vote it down at a caucus und he did not 
expect to receive justice. But tlio in- 
(piiry was not limited to this house. Tho 
niiiiisters of this government nmde the 
ridiculous mistake of bulioving themselves 
tho representatives of the Queen. 
Tho Dominion governor-general liad only 
tho power to appoint such a comniission. 
T'lio hon. gentleman quoted an act of Lord 
Uulloriii in dealing with thol'acilic scandal, 
llo also read an opinion of M. Uoutre, 
which was in regard to a similar matter. 
(Jo tlnmght it would bo admitted that 
this house had not tlio power to appoint a 
coinniittoo to inquire into such an extra- 
urdiiiary case i-s the present one. He had 
jusL road the oath of office, which was of 
a peculiarly binding character. The posi- 
tion was a very simple one. If tho pre- 
sident of the council was not guilty of tho 
charges, ho would allow the passage of 
this resolution. But if he was guilty and 
knows he is guilty, he would use every in- 
iluence in his power to defeat such un in- 
(|uiiy. If a man was not guilty of sucli a 
charge, ho would not ask that it bo tried 
by a trumpery committee of this house, 
but allow it to go to an imperial in- 
quiry. He did not intend to iiccopt 
any amondincnt that might bo ofl'ered, but 
he would only suppart tho submitting of the 
question to the Dominion governmoiit,who 
might appoint u set uf men for whose 
integrity there would be no question. He 
cared for no man's opinicn in this house, 
but he felt that tho sooner they wrerked 
the members of the cabinet, tho better for 
the oiiuntry. He would refuse to submit 
his witiiesBCS to any other courts but those 
named in the resolution; and if this was 
not conceded he would nut go on with the 
enquiry. 

Mr, Seinlin aeoonded thu resolutiuni 



Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said he would only 
say a few words. Ho did not intend to 
lower himself by making what might be 
tunned n leiily to the mover of the resolu- 
tion. Uo coukl take thu resolution and 
pull it to pieces, for there was not u word 
of truth ill the wholo statement — it was a 
tissue of falsehoods. Ho loft tho dealing 
of tho matter entirely with tho house and 
would be salisliod with its actiim. (.-^ii- 
phiuse. ) 

Hon. Mr. T. iJavie .said the mover of 
the resohitinii w:is just as wrong in saying 
that it had iieeii decided between tho gov- 
ornniont and its su[)portei's to votu his 
motion down as he was shown to bo tho 
other day when, after his assurance that 
everything brought up by him was to be 
votea"a6wri,'Beve^^^ his resolutions were 
carried vum. con. Tho auiondment 
which he (I\Ir. I^avio) was about to ofler 
liaj not been .seen by a solitary iiiomber 
of thj hou.se aavo cliu lion, gentleman who 
will socdiid it. Tho lion, moinber for C' 
mox had stated that he wanted an Imp 
iial court of inquiry, and to nothing short 
uf this would he produce his witnesses. 
This meant that tlioro was to bo no in- 
i[uiry at all. 

lion. Mr. liiini|ibieys~ I said a cuiii- 
nii.ssion appuintod by the ( iovernor-deii- 
eral. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— Tlie etlo''! would be 
thu same and would mean iiideliiiito post- 
ponuiiiunt. which was evidently what thu 
lion, guntlcninn wanted; wfiat justice de- 
mands is a speedy invostigatiun whilst the 
matter is yet fresh. The hon. gentleman 
now sought to recede from responsibility 
for tho gross libel whieh he had placed on 
the orders on 27 tli .January and continued 
until last Thursday. 

Hon. Mr. Huniplircys asked if tho 
words "gross libel" wore in order. Ho 
did not care about it, but if that latitude 
were to be allowod he would soon sicken 
iiienibera opposite. There was another 
tluiig he wi.shed to know about. Ho had 
nntieod the applause in tho galleries when 
goveriiniunt nieinber.s had spiikeii and tho 
.s|)eaker !iad taken no notice of it, but 
wlien the gallurius had on two occasions 
applauded hini, Mr, Speaker had prompt- 
ly called the galleries to order. 

Mr. Speaker — Tho statements of the 
hon. gentleman are incorrect. There baa 
lieen no disorder in the galleries on this 
occasion. At other times, when the gal- 
leries had accorded applause to either 
side of tho house, he had promptly stop- 
ped it. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveii — The hon. gentle- 
man, Mr. Davie, is out of order in refer- 
ring to a nulico of motion not before tho 
house. 

lion. iMr. Davio — 1 will soon plaoo it 
before tho house. 

Hon. Mr. Davio then moved tho 
following alnundnieiit, seconded by 
Mr. Alarlin — To Icavo out all tho 
words after "Whereas" on tho lirst 
line, and add: "tho Hon. T. B. Hum- 
phreys, in his capacity of a member of 
this assembly, on tlio 27th .January, 1888, 
placed notice of moving a resolution up- 
on the orders of tho huiiao, und porniitted 
such notice and resolution to remain upon 
the orders eontinuuusly until the 16th 
February instant, inclusive; 

And whereas such resolution reads as 
follows: [Here is inserted the originaL] 

Be it therefore rosolvcd, that a scloct 
committee be appointed to un(|uire into 
the statements of the said Hon. T. B. 
Humphreys as contained in the said pro- 
posed roaolution, and to report thoir do- 
liljorations and tho evidence taken by 
them to this house, with power to cM fur 
persons, books uiid papers. 

Continuing, Mr. Davio said as to tho 
expression "gross libel," to which tho 
ineiiiber for Cimihi.^ had taken exception, 
the term was (juito in order and strictly 
accurate a.s applied t» the resolution. A 
libel was any writing calculated to hold 
anuther up to public hatred, contempt or 
ridicule, whether it might be justified 
or not was another matter, but pnma 
foriti every defamatory publication is a 
libel. It used to bo the rule that thu 
greater tho truth was, tho greater tho 
libel. Therefore the truth of any 
publication dues not prevent its being 
a libel. If iU author can justify it liu 
•scajics responsibility. Now, tho hon. 
moinbor for Conio.x had given his own 
individual responsibility during the last 
three weeks fur the truth of tho matters 
he wished now to allege as rumors only. 
I'p to last Tliuasday he had repeated 
every day of the week that witnesses 
)od ready to substantiate the charges 
ainst the President of tho Council, upon 
oath, but now after having maligned him 
for three weeks hu quietly proposes to 
escape all responsibility ky a withdrawal. 
But this should not bo allowed. Mem- 
bers are not to be allowod, under protoc- 
ticm of tho privileges of this house, to 
utter slanders which, if repeated olso- 
where, would subject those making them 
to serious coiistt(|Uoncos. Tho house had 
already learned that tho statements con- 
tained in the resolution were the subjeut 
of a libel suit at the present time which 
would soon be brought on for trial. The 
efl'wct of such a dulayod invostigation as 
proposed, would bo to delay this investi- 
gation also. A jury wo iUl have to pass 
upon tho libel, and ho would venture 
to say that this constitutional tribunal 
was just as competent to do justice as any 
court apiiointcd outside of tho province, 
but a conimitteo of this h«uso would 
atl'ord a double chance to those who 
wished to make the ultack and oscupo re- 
sponsibility. It wa.H not the decision of 
the uominittoe which was sought, it was 
the evidence which tho house and public 
regard, and if the report should not be 
borne out by tho evidence, the house 
would knew bow to deal with it. A short 
hand rejiortor should bo oiiiiiloyod to take 
down tho cvidcnco. The appointnioiit of 
a coininissiou meant an uniiecesHary o.x.- 
ponse, besides a dilatory and unsatisfac- 
tory waj of dealing with tho case. The 
suggestion that the monetary influence of 
tho President ef the Council would defeat 
enquiry was beneath notice, as inferring 
that ovory inoinber of thu house was open 
to ordid iiitluonee. T'ho lesolution was 
nonsensical. It consisted of preamble 
only until you came to tho resolution— 
which was that the procodnig resolution 
(when tlioro was none) should be trins-. 
mittod, etc. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Bcavoii said he had asked 
the loader of tho goveriimout tho . other 
day the policy of the govornnioiit-. It 
wus important that such u stutomcnt 
should have been made. In view of the 
resolution of the hon. member for Comox 
which had been pl.-icud on the notice 
paper it would liavo been an act of wisdom 
on the part of the hon. provincial secre- 
tary to have stated that it was rut the 
government's intention to annex Vancou- 
ver Island to tho United States (laughter). 
The lion, linance minister had been in- 
strumental, as proved by bis own signa- 
ture, in sending (juite a colony to the 
United States. 

On a question of order by Hon. Mr. 
Davie, the hon. leader of tho opposition 
was retiuestod to conline himself to the 
question. 

Mr. Beavon, continuing, stated that it 
was his opinion there wore members in 
the ministry who did not understand Llioir 
position; What tho country wanted to 
know wus, is itthugnvernmenj:;'siiituntiuii 
to favor tho unnexatiun of Vancouver 



Island to the United States. Iu discuss 
ing the amendment, he thought it desir- 
able that witnesses should be examined 
under oath. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Hour, hear; 1 
would like that. 

Mr. Beaven said that he was glad to 
know it. Referring to the course tu 
be pursued, ho did not think outlined by 
either resolution or amendment was a 
correct one. The Dominion government 
might ignore the matter altogether. This 
house should pass a statute uuthorizin_ 
cfuninission to inquire into the matter 
and this commission could taks oridence 
under oath, and then the house would 
arrive at the facts of the case. Tho 
amendment merely required that tho hon 
inomber foi: Comox should prove his 
allegations. What the country wanted 
to know whether it was the policy of the 
governineiit to annex Vancouver to th 
United States. Mr. Boaveu, referring to 
tho bun. president of tho council made 
some remarks which Mr. Dunsmuir get 
ting on his feet to a point of order called 
"bosh." 

Mr. Beaven said that that gentlemen 
might not know sense when he heard it, 
and therefore thought it was "bosh." 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir— That's what it is, 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven said that the reason tliat 
thu hon. gentleman (occupied his seat in 
the cabinet yrai on account of his wealth, 
not of his brains. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — I have a much 
stronger brain than you have. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven appealed to Mr. Speaker 
to keep order, and Mr. Speaker answered 
that he could not while hon. gentlomon 
talked across the floor and not to the 
chair. 

Ceiitinuing, Mr. Beaven moved an 
iiinendment to the amendment that tho 
house pass a statute authorizing a com- 
miision to inquire into tho allegations of 
the hon. meiiibor for Comox ■igainst the 
President of the Council. He would be 
loth to believe that there was not one 
goiitloman in tlio province with sulhciont 
integrity to inquire into such a (lucstion, 
and that they were compelled t<» ask the 
Dominion government to appoint a com- 
mission. He trusted tho propusition he 
had suggested for tho inquiry would meet 
the desire of tho hon. geiitlenian from 
Comox, that of tho hon. mover of the 
amondmoiit and of tho hon. President of 
the CVmncil. 

The Hon. Mr. Robson said one could 
scarcely help feeling surprised at the dis- 
cussion which had arisen upon the sub- 
ject when one considered all tho circum- 
stances. In a foreign newspaper of no 
high standing had appeared what pur- 
ported to be the result of an int-erview al- 
leged to have taken place between tho 
hon. the President of the Council of this 
province and a person representing that 
paper, and the hon. tho President of the 
Council had taken immediate proceedings 
in a court of justice to prove the report 
false, and had repeatedly denounced it as 
utterly false in his place in this hou.se. 
He (Mr. Robson) had soino very recent 
experience of the unreliableness of news- 
paper reports. In newspapers of our own 
ho had boon charged with the grossest 
kind of misconduct that it was possible 
for a minister of the crown to be guilty of, 
viz.; using his position for the purpose of 
corrupting justice at its fountain. He 
had, from tho nature of the charge, been 
compelled to meet it in a court of justice, 
and it had been conclusively proven that 
there was not a single atom of truth in it. 
If such was the experience with our own 
papers, ib was hardly reasonable to expect 
better things at the hands of those on the 
other side of the boundary line. Indeed, 
he had every reason for believing it would 
be proved that, in the present instance, 
the so-called report of an interview had 
no fouiid.ition in fact, but was concocted 
tor u purpose (applause). It appeared to 
him very questionable how far it was 
wise for the house toi attach so much im- 
portance to statements of the kind, more 
especially when appearing in obscure 
newspapers published in a foreign coun- 
try; and ho was not at all sure that we 
were not making ojrselves ridiculous. 
With regard to the conduct of the mem- 
ber for Comox, he pfopoied, from consid- 
erations of self-respect, to abstain from 
criticising it; bift he desired to say a few 
words about the course proposed by the 
resolutiuii. This house was the custodian 
of its own jiurity and honor. Now it was 
stated broadly tliat such was tho inHuoiice 
and power (through liis great wealth) of 
tho hen. tho president of the council that 
no justice or fair play could be expected 
in this house; that its committees could 
not be relied upon and that to refer any 
matter to them was a more mockery. 
This ho must characterize as a gross 
slander upon the house, and this 
side of tho house hurled the foul and 
cowardly imputation back with inexpress- 
ible indigimtioii in the teeth of him who 
uttered it. (Apjilauso.) But it was more 
than a slander upon the house. It was a 
slander upon the electorate, which had 
sent nineteen out of the twenty-six mom- 
bers to support tho present administration. 
(Apjilauso.) Ashe hud already said this 
house was tho proper custodian of its own 
honor ; but what did the resolution pro- 
pose to do ? It proposed to relegate its 
rights and responsibility to a commission 
appointed by the Imperial authoritiiBs. In 
fact, tho mover of tho resolution practi- 
cally asserted that we must not •iily go 
beyond tho walls of this house but 
across the continent • and even across 
the Atlantic for justice, — in order tu find 
material lit to enquire into an absurd 
newspaper cook-and-a-bull yarn about an 
hon. iBomber! (Applause.) He was sure 
the house would know how to iiiaintaiii its 
dignity, assert its rights and resent insults 
heaped upon it wliolesale' by one who 
should be the very last in it to prate about 
honor and incorruptability. Ho sub- 
mitted that the proper course to pursue 
was tu appoint a select committee of its 
own members, to take evidence on oath 
and report to tlio house, which would then 
become tho High Court to decide whether 
the President of the Council shuuld be 
orucitied, drawn and quartered, or whether, 
as was fur more probable, tho member 
whu had brought the charge, should re- 
ceive his deserts. (Applause.) 

Mr. Sonilin said that if Mr. Humphreys 
had receded from his position so had the 
government. Ho referred to a (juestion 
which came before the house some years 
ago with roforence to a moinber of the 
government being interested in iron 
ininM on Toxnda Islund, and olaimod 
that on that occasion the loader of the 
iiouBO had claimed that the matter was 
one to be dealt with outside the house. 
Much more should tho same procedure be 
had in this case. Tho caminittoe ap- 
pointed by a house in which tho govern- 
inoiit greatly outnumbered theopijosition, 
could not fail to he partisan, Ho claimed 
again that tho government, in stating that 
the mutter was an unimportant one, had 
receded from tho vioivs they previously 
oxprossod. Ho did not care whether Mr. 
Huni])lireys' resolution on Mr. Buaven's 
amendment was adopted, either would 
answer the purpoBos. 

Hon. Mr. Davie wished to make a 
few romarks upon the power of com- 
mitteoB to compel the attendance of

Lo.NDo.v, Feb. 20.— It is expected that 
the note Russia is reported to have sent 
to tlie powers boldly Hsserting her claim 
to the complete domination of Bulgaria 
will prove to be a precursor of deter- 
mined action, looking to the ousting of 
Prince Ferdinand. 'The note k believed 
to indicate that negotiations between Rus- 
sia and Austria on the Bulgarian question 
have reached a dead-lock. Germany alone 
could persuade Austria to accept the ido 
of Russian protectorate of Bulgariu, but 
it is not thought Bismarck will take the 
responsibility of coercing Austria in the 
matter. The note will revive the old dis- 
agreement among tho powers over 
tho interpretation of the Berlin 
tre.tty and there is little chance of con- 
certed action in reply. This is perhaps 
what Russia counts upon as a, means of 
enabling her to slip in and take posses- 
sion of her smail neighbors while the 
powers are quarrelinf; over the question of 
interpretation.

Mrs. Van Auken Appears Against Her Hus- 
band at the FoUce Court and Cbargei 
Illm With Aiiault-Kr.. Tan' Aukeu 
Keftites the Charge. : 

Yesterday mo ruing after the regular 
routine of drunks, vagrants, etc., had 
boon disposed of, a case, which was of a 
very interesting nature', was taken up. 
Mr, Van Aukon, the principal of the Vic- 
toria Business College, appeared to answer 
H charge entered by his wife. May Van 
Aukeu, who charged him with assaulting 
her, by taking her by the throat and 
throwing her on the ground. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills appeared for the 
defense. 

May Van Aukon swum, said — On Fri- 
day night, was going out and defendant 
asked where 1 was going; did not reply 
and went out; defendant followed and 
when I went to a neighbor's house, ho 
took hold of mo and dragged me to our 
house; defendant bruke my nose a mouth 
ago and Dr. Hall set it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mills — Was go- 
ing to n neighbor's when my husband 
caught me and put his hand on my mouth; 
it is hardly proper for him to put his hand 
on my mouth until sotaething c»mes out; 
defendant tells the neighbors that 1 am 
nut responsible for my actions; I think it 
is none of your business whether I love 
my husband or not; one week after mar- 
riage this trouble began, and to escape his 
clutches 1 came to tlie court; I wish I had 
a list uf answers to your questions; I have 
no medical adviser, but have called at Dr. 
Hall's ofiico for medicine for my hu.sband 
and a tonic for myself ; sat on the door- 
stop on Saturday night after coming from 
the Blue Ribbon meeting; niy husband is 
corresponding secretary uf the club; am 
excitable when dragged around by my 
husband; when he left meat Seattle I was 
a goose to follow him; considered that ac- 
cording to tho Bible I should have been 
pounded to death before making this 
unpleasantness; a few moments before 
he promised a neighbor that he would do 
ly tiling for me; had nothing of my 
own, excepting my clothing; often thought 
tny husband insane, but his ability in 
busineas mode me change my mind; 1 
married him because 1 thought he was a 
good man, not a rascal; was inside uii in 
sane asylum once — as' a visitor; did toll 
my husband that 1 would drop tho case, 
if he would not bring up the insanity 
plea; he said ho could not truthfully do 
and. being a Methodist minister 1 
know ho could not. 

Tho evidence of two lady neighbors 
was taken after which Dr. J L. Hall was 
r^alled aiid stated that he had been through 
several insane asylums; had met Mr. and 
Mrs, Van Auken; she ia a very excitable 
woman and is at certain periods tempor- 
arily insane; do not think Mr. Van Auken 
is insane, although he is also very excit- 
able and disposed to insanity. 

To Mrs. Van Aukon— Have never seen 
you under hysteria; did not say last 
October that your husband would bo in a 
stiaight jacket in live years. 

Tu His Honor — All 1 know about the 
woman having had hysteria, is by hearing 
what her husband says; they are both 
liable to insanity. 

J. A. Van Aukeu, sworn, said— On 
Tuesday night attended a concert and 
made a report for tho newspaiiora; my 
wife has been quite a eorresiinudent and 
wus uiigry because I wus elected corres- 
ponding secretary; told her to write the 
reports; after reaching home she ran 
away; left a lamp burning in the house 
i^nd heard afterwards than ray wife had 
been sitting un the doorstep all night; 
knowing that my wife is temporarily in- 
sane, 1 did all I could to divert her from 
feeling troubled and took her round tu 
the Salvation Army and to see the China- 
men set ofl' thoir firo-cruokers; tho way 
her iiuse was injured was when she 
struck me on the hoad twice and in vrard- 
iiig off tho blows I threw up niy hands and 
accidentally struck her on tnenose; did not 
strike my wife, but only hold her und 
tried to prevent her from screaming by 
putting my hand over her mouth; she 
often sjiid she would kill herself. On 
Friday night I followed her, as I did not 
want an exjsose; I did not put my hands 
on her mouth: she said shu would ruin 
me and break up my Business CoUego; 1 
only threw my lutnd up to ward off a 



blow, and that hurt her noso and black- 
ened her oyos. 

To plaintiff— Did not pull my father's 
beard out and pull him around the house 
by the board. 

Dr. Hall (recalled)— The bridge of the 
woman's nose was broken; it would neces- 
sarily take a stroug blow to break tho 
nose; have never seen anyone whose 
noso was broken and buth eyes blackened 
with tho same blow; such a blow is pos- 
sible, but highly improbable. 

Bonj. Freoser, sworn, said — Know 
Mrs. Van Auken; have known her for 
about ono year; part of that time she and 
her husband got »n very well together; 
at other times she was excitable; defen- 
dant is also excitable; back east the doc- 
tors treated plaintiff for partial insanity; 
plaintiff threw a cup at her husband; 
have known defendant since ho was eight 
years of age; am married to his mother. 

This closed the evidence for the de- 
fense, and Mr. Mills addressed the court 
at st»mo length, saying that ho hoped His 
'Henor wauld deal lightly in tho matter. 
Speaking as a lawyer, and taking a law- 
yer's view of the case, a man had a right 
to deliver to his wife a slight chastisomeiit 
under certain circumstances. 

A few ladies laughed at this remark, as 
much as to say, "I'd like to see my hus- 
band do it." Mr. Mills, continuing, said 
he was not speaking as a private individ- 
ual. Ono lady hud laughed incredulously, 
but ho was only taking the law as it 
stood, for in most cases he was on the 
side of the ladies and would not like to 
see u lady struck. But as fur as the law 
went ho was right iu his contention. He 
had hoped that this matter would bo set- 
tled out of court, and in his opinion, al- 
though it was a hard thing to say, Mrs. 
Van Auken had shown that she is subject 
to fits of temporary insanity by her'ac-- 
tioiia in court, and the opinion hie hud 
formed was more or less verified by tho 
statements of Dr. Hall. 

His Honor said ho would adjourn tho 
case until to-day at 11 o'clock.

Capt. Hoyer, of the Bark Memnon, Goes Grncy 
at Sea and CoBinlts Siiiclde. 

Tho American bark Menniuii, seventeen 
days from San Diego, arrived at Port 
Townseiid on Saturday inorniiig in chai-go 
of the first olficer, John Hanson. Tho 
muted reported that Capt. Hoyor, the 
master, coiiiinitted suicide or the sixth 
day out, 150 miles west by north of San 
Diego. Tho second mute suid that the 
captain came on deck on the Slst looking 
very pule. Ho complained of being ill. 
The following two days he uppouiej to 
have lost his senses altogether.

After 
saying his prayers, and from all appear- 
ances ready to fathom tho mysteries of 
the unknown world, he retired and fell 
into a peaceful dose. On Monday after- 
noun he came on deck, walked about, and 
conversed in a i-ational manner. When 
he noticed attentinn was directed to an- 
other quarter, he took a run of three or 
four steps and with ono leap he cleared 
tho port rail without touching it, and 
struck tho seas in the midst uf a lot of sea 
gulls. Ho leaped from the main deck 
over the rail where the ladder is hung. 
Endeavors were made to save him, but to 
no avail and he sauk'to'rise no more.

He has 
placed Mr. Dunsmuir on the defensivL', 
and whiiii a caao is made out it will bo 
ainplo time for tho President of tho 
Council to move. Mr. Dunsmuir has in- 
stituted libel proceedings against tho 
Vancouver Nfws-AdxeHiser in this con- 
nuutioii, and that is another reason, if 
reaaim were necessary, why this matter 
should be proceeded with at owe. Tho 
Opposition well know that tliere is not an 
atom cif truth in tho allegations of 
tlio member for Coiiiox, and it 
la very evident have no desire to sou 
tlio fact proved. The Seleet Cominittee 
Ima, however, by the voice of tho hou.so 
been formed; thufc it cpmpriaes six mem- 
bers of the. government is due to the 
action of the Opposition entirely, and 
it is now in order for Mr. Humphreys 
to go before it like a man and back 
up his allegation.s by tho oath of his 
witnesses. When that is done tho 
evidence for the defence will be taken.

The decision come to by ~ the House 
yesterday iu reference to the resolution 
moved by the Hon. T. B. Humphreys 
cliargiug tho President of tho Council 
with disloyalty to tho Queen in express! 
his detoruiination "to exert his power an<l 
influence to promote the annexation of 
\''ancouver Island to the I'nited States,'' 
will, without doubt, bo received by tti 
electors of this province with the highest 
degree of satisfaction. It was felt by .a 
majority of tlie members of tho Houao, 
and by everybody who was at all ac- 
quainted with the facts, that when Mr. 
Humphreys placed his resolution on tho 
motion paper he never had tho slightest 
idea of pushing it to a close. It was 
simply, he thought, to be allowed to liaiig 
over the Hon. i\Ir. Dunamuir's head ilur. 
ing the session and dropped witii the ri.siiig 
of the House. Originally it \vas])ositi\e 
in its aaaortioiis, ■.and remained (in the 
motion paper in that coaditicm for nearly 
three weeks. Then it read, "Whereas 
the Hon. Robt. Dunsmuir" did certain 
things, and no attempt was made by Mr. 
Humphreys to change its wording until 
the initiative wns taken by tho Govern- 
ment and he was compelled to bring for- 
ward liis motion. At- once he. showed 
tho "white feather" and, coward- 
like, amended his motion by making 
it a aeries of allegations. Instead of 
averring as ])revi()usly that Mr. Dunsmuir 
did certain tilings he now says : "Wliere- 
as it ts alleged that tho Honorable Robt. 
Dunsmuir" did certain things, and so all 
through tho preamble. This was a 
backdown _at tho outset and an evidence 
that he never had any intention of bringing 
the motion actually before the House. It 
was also amended by striking out in toto the 
following paragraph. "And, further, that 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor uuiy 
be pleased to exercise his prerog;itivu tnul 
to suspend the said Robert Diinsiimir 
from iiolding and exercising the oflice of 
President of the Executive Ciiinicil, until 
such "Royal Commission" shall have 
determined whether the said Robert 
Duuainuir is, or is not, guilty of tho open 
and advised speaking with which ho is 
charged." In fact anything that was 
really strong about it was carefully elimi- 
nated and a milk and water document 
consisting of a lot of "whereases" pre- 
sented, winding up with the unheard of 
proposition that n "Royal Cumniissioii of 
Inquiry" be appointed. What fimditij is 
there to any such ab.siird idea is it not 
evidence that it was intended by .\Ir. 
Humphreys, even if tho motion waa p.iss- 
ed, that it should be sent to 
an impossible tribunal which it 
could never poaaibly reach ? To pass it 
was to virtually condoiuu Mr. Dunsmuir. 
The Government wore determined, how- 
ever, that the matter should not be bwked. 
and took the most reasonable and the 
customary way to bring it to a hearing by 
appointing a Select Coinniittec of the 
House to deal with it. ftlr. Beaven, in 
moving an amondnient to this auiend- 
nient, to the ellcct that a statute should 
be passed by which a Commissioner should 
bo ap[)ointed to investigate the iiiatter, be- 
sides showing an utter lack of faith iu tho 
representatives of the people, and 
through thom in the people themsulvos, 
also displayed an unpardonable want of 
knowledge of the practice usually followed 
in such cusos. He condemned Mr. Hum- 
phreys' resolution as being impracticable 
and j)roposod one which, while not 
equally so, would delay to an indefinite 
period an ou(iuiry. The (iovoriunent of- 
fered to allow the ()i)|iosition ihrci: out of 
the six rnombera of the committee in 
order to show that they wore actuated 
purely by a deairu to rutich the truth in 
tho whole aflair. Tho guvoriinioiih amond- 
nient was curried and tho "alleged" I rea- 
sonable utterances will bo fully gone int^) 
if the Opposition -do nut foolishly throw 
obstacles in their way: In deciding to. 
ake no part in tho deliburatipns of chat 
. committoe the Opposition again display a 
cowardice which will be fully appreciated 
by tho public. Tho govornmont have 
voluntarily given Mr. HumphroyB an oji- 
portunity to prove thu truth of lifs iillega- 
tions before a committee of his pDliticid 
friends and opponents cipially divided, and 
he and his six assnciates refuse tn have 
anything to do with tho iiiijuiry.

A stern looking old man he was, but a 
kinder or gentler Samaritan .never cooled 
ilie fever upon a .sick man's face, lie, 
witli his gentle wife un<l daughter, 'nursed 
iiii.H)ack to hi'idth with tendorcst soUci- 
tnde.

The! little coluini^ iuctvedtovrard the 
Tennossoe' river,' the 'lleutehdut .liiidlthe 
fair lady guide in front. ; Ab6ut:4 'o!clbck 
we were halted near the "river, at the 
iiiontli of the Big Sandy creek. The 
young lady, after a few moments' inaud- 
ible conversation with the lieutenant, rode 
oil' to tlie rii^lit of I he road out into I lie 
shadows of the irreat sycamore trees thai 
grew in rich profusion along the banks of 
the stream. N'crj- soon she returned, and 
acconipanyini; her was a liorsenian of 
medium height and of most sniierb phys- 
ique, lie was .splendidly moumed and 
full ri),'!,'cil in guerrilla out lit. The bell at 
lii:i w.'iisi swaLTLjcd Willi its lieavy arma- 
iiienl, and his derce bl;ick eyes fairly 
glc.'iiiii'd from under the broad brim of his 
i^aiiil.N' snnilirero. lie wnre a llamiui,' n-ii 
ilauiu l shirt riidily eiuiiellisbid, the loose 
collar of which was I ied wit h a faiil ;ist ic 
scarf. In lii;,di ridiiiL; limits and jim^liim- 
silver sjiurs, he sat his horse as thoimli he 
were a part of the graeid'ul and .-pirited 
animal, .Sui h was the guerrilla chief, the 
hridegrooin elect, and in tho eyes of 
Pocaiioiitas llrowne the bravest and truest 
cavalier in all the land. 

It was quite an hour after midnight 
when we arrived at tho gate, through 
which entrance was made into tlie old 
Cumberland Presbyterian church yard. 
Iliad taken the precaution to have Pri- 
vate .Jones, our fighting parson of heroic 
memory, detailed as one of Ihe escort, and 
he liad been iiii'ornied by Lieut, (illlespie 
of the part he was to perform in the 
drama. The lieutenant, in a subdued 
voice, aligned his escort just in tho rear 
of the ancient picket feuce, from which 
the paint had long since disappetircd and 
many a slnt was wanting. Tho old brick 
church stood dark and stern in the midst 
of the graves of generations of tbo.se who 
had worsliipetl at and been buried from 
Its altars, but there w.'xs now to be enacted 
within Jts sacred iirecincts, in the' deep 
shadows of its ivy covered walls, a weird 
scene, tlio like of which had never bofore 
been witnessed on earth. 

Xo question, as I remember it, wa.s 
lusked about the license— I doubt if any 
could have been legally issued. I don't re- 
member if there were at this time any 
civil otllcers in commission in tho county 
of which Paris was the capital. The olli- 
citil records of the county had been de- 
stroyed or removed, and the court house 
tvas iiiilei'd an abandoned temiile. In the 
wnirl of iiassin.g events I Kave not a 
thoii.Lriit to this absence of civil authority, 
bnt ill these ''pining times of peace" it 
has ofieii recurred to me how that during 
all those terrible years of iuternccine strife, 
tho old Latin maxim was verified: "In 
the midst of war laws are silent." 

Seated upon his old war horse, Hank 
Wilde and Pocahontas Browne on llieirs, 
Parson .Tones, in tho shadow of the old 
church w.alls and In view of thocrunibling 
tombstones ;i the bride's ancestry, sol- 
emnly tied Ihe iiinrriage knot. 

I did not inquire lus to tho plans the 
luarrii (1 < (aijile liad made for their honey- 
in.oon. but as soon as the marriage cere- 
11. liny had been performed, Lieut liilles- 
. accordance with my instructions. 

il d a cavalryman to seo tlie bridi 
. le. where her father was doubtless 
1 P' -'/ tho innocent sleep of the just, all 
11. .CO.. clous that ho had been ni!i<li 
father-in-law to the most notorious gner 
ri;hi between the two rivers. Lieut. Oil 
l -i|ae, at the same time, wheeling hi 
pliitoou into the column and orderin 
Hank Wilde to fall in, much to the guei 
rilla's mortification and disappoinlmeiii 
made a lia.sty march for the rciide/.vni; 
on the river. At this point the (|uain; 
bridegriMim was dismissed, and with mill- 
tered curses he rode sulkily back into hi: 
hilling iilacc under the grim shadows o, 
the sycamores.

I was at my headquarters in the even- 
ing two days subsequent to the eveal- 
just narrated, nervously pacing tlie fin;,i 
lawn, slojiping some time to catch an iill.' 
question from a staff olllcer or cour'cr ai d 
an^dously ex|iectiiig every monieni, a nii s- 
senger with ollielal notification from tla.' 
Federal lines of tho acceptance of the 
terms of surrender, when my ears were 
pierced with heart reiidin.g screimis, 
which. I soon discovered, were produced 
by two frantic ladies who, with dishev- 
eled hair and streaming eyes, were ap- 
proaching my headquarters. [ iimnrdi- 
ately recognized in the grief stricken wo- 
men till! mother and brido of the guerrilla 
chief. 

Capi. Payne, of niy. command, had just 
arrived at Ihe head of a small scoiiliii'.; 
party, one of Ids men loading a riderless 
horse. In a few mihutes I had learned 
from tlie giilhint captain that whilst on n 
scout to the Teiines.sco river, where I had 
sent him in an ell'ort to secure tidings 
from Johnsonville, ut this time occupied 
by Federal troops, he had come up with 
Hank Wlldd and a part of his hand. Ap- 
preciating the orders with reference to 
these outlaws, Payne charged upon tlio 
guerrillas, and In a hand to hand, fight. 
Hank Wilde, the desperate chief, and sev- 
ei'iil of his diiring and lawless band went 
ih)wn. The bullet riddled body of the 
chief had been brought into my lines and 
was then lying stark and stiff in the court- 
house plaza. 

The evening of the same day that closed 
tlie career of the notorious guerrilla, who 
Is ronioniberod in that lovely valley iis the 
"Scourge of tho Cumberland," I was 
pleased to welcoino into my cani]) JJeut. 
Col. She|ilieril, who, at the head of his 
(■ommaiid of Ohio cavalry, had inarclicd 
into my lines, bearing with him liie aji- 
oroval of the terms and conditloiiM of mv 
MirreiKier. .NOi mucli time was Io;;f tn 
"illiing ui)" the iiarole.s, which were fur- 
nisheil In blank form, and Ihe next morn- 
ing's sun, llie golden harbinger of iieace, 
witnessed a deserted camp. The "boys 
In gray" had, like llie AralS, "folded their 
tenta and sfiently stole away."

Our evening contemporary last week, 
in a vain effort to make its columns at- 
tractive, had an extremely appalling ac- 
count of aH explosion on tho verandah of 
Hon. T. B. Humphreys' residence near 
the deadly hour of miiJnight.

When tho police get through with their 
investigation we think that they will 
come to the same conclusioi; as our re- 
porter, that the explosion was a New 
Year's friendly greeting of lire-crackers 
by one of Mr. lluinpliroyB' Chinese wood 
cutters, and that the tire-craokers were 
let oil" to frighten away any poor devils 
hovering about the house — thoy certainly 
succeeded in scaring Mr. Humphreys. 
What helps to confirm our opinion of tho 
cause of the explosion is that the dreadful 
ton-by-sixes and "some smaller" turn out 
to bo jars of chow-chow and Chinese 
gincrer.

oath. If a witness refused to attend be- 
fore the committee it could bo reported to 
the house and the house could issue an 
order for his attendance which ivould bo 
coinpulsoiy. Then as to the power to ad- 
minister oaths, it had been the invariable 
practice in this house toeiamine wiiiiessea 
under oath and, although he knew the 
authority had been questioned, the- power 
iiiitloubtedly existed. Upon the dry 
dock committee, which sat in 1882, tho 
witnesses were examined on oath, and on 
that occasion Hon. Mr. Walkeni, who now 
adorns tlio SiipreiiieUdurt IilmicIi. :subinittod 
to be examined as a witness niulor oath. 
Honoraljle membeiH oppo.site niiglit refer 
to tho House of Coiniiions in Canada 
which (until recently when given it by the 
imperial parliament) had no power to ad- 
ministw|bat^V:Vut-\thiB,\.inaM^ 
from section l8 Withe B. N. A. act, which 
was distinctly conjitled to the House of 
Commons, wnerearfche legislatures of the 
inovinces are controlled by no such lim- 
itation as contained in section 18, but by 
tho ofloct of clause i-t of the terms of 
union and the Interpretation act had full 
power to administer oaths. 

Mr McLaeaa quoted an instance where 
a witness had first refused to be sworn, 
but on it being stated that his evidence 
otherwise would be rojuctud, he consented 
lo be sworn.

(Grea^ Laughter.'.)', He 
believed the committee would be a farce. 

Col. B.aker said he was astmiislR'd to 
hear tho remarks of tho lion, member for 
Yale who said the country would liav* no 
contliionce in a select committee. This 
was a [leculiar statement considering the 
fact that members of this house were the 
elected ropresont:itives of the peoplo."' He 
was also gratified to hear tho remarks of 
the hon. leader of the cpp(jaltii)ii con- 
demning tho reiiuesl of the hon. member 
for Comox to go to tho Dominion parlia- 
ment for a commission 

Mr. Beaven said that ho did not con- 
dmnn any hon. gentleman's remarks. 
What ho had said ■ was that it was not 
necessary or desirable to go to Ottawa. 

Col. Baker said that ho nndtn'slood the 
remarks cundeninatni'y by implicalion. 

Mr. Craiit thought tb.it ili 
should be proceedeil willi at unci 
not consider il .sekct cuiiiiuitlcu wciulJ at 
tain tho object desired. There had bur 
severiil occasions when a statutory con 
mission had been ap)>ointed to imiuii 
into loss important cases tlian the ju'c- 
one. He was anxious to see the hon. 
President of the Cotiiicil cleared at the 
first possible moment from the charge 
[ireferred. The commission proposed to 
be appointed could also bo given power to 
in(|uire into other matters that, niight 
justly engage their attention. He would 
sujiport the amendment to the ameiid- 
mont. 

Hon. INIr. Humphreys, in closing tho 
debate, said tho discussion had been enter- 
taining if not instructive. Ho did 
not [n'opos* to waste any time 
on the opinion of the honorable 
acting .ittorney-general. There was noth- 
ing so repreheiisiblo a.s tho imsition li--* 
held in this house, and the conn try 
would like to know what it was. lie was 
now acting as senior counsel in a case in- 
stituted by the hon. preaidoiit of the 
cimncil against a newspaper proprietor. 
He 'was paid by the crown to do her busi- 
ness and he was paid by the president of 
tho council to act for him. Ho ctmsidered 
Huc'i a pnaition as discreditable and dis- 
honorable. He thought it was high time 
that proeeeding.s were taken agjiinst that 
hon. gentleman fiu' sitting in the house 
unconstitutionally. Ho (i\lr. D.) ipies- 
tioiied his career, but had he not a career 
- and what a career. He proposed to 
prove that his remarks inside and outaid 
this house, that the present government 
was the most corru])t on tho face of the 
earth (laughter). lie ch.dlongcd any 
member of this iiouse to prove any of the 
charges made agiiiiist him as a [uiblic man 
or private individual. He set tho 
house at defiance to prove anythiii: 
against* him. Ho was not an ange 
but he was an angel- and ncarer 
heavon than some of the hon. goiitloinen 
in this house. (L.iughter. ) Witli regard 
to the leader of the governmoiit, lie was 
told by tho hon. president of the council 
that the hon. provincial secretary was 
(lead broke when he acceeded to oflico. 
When he was two years in oflice ho had 
stated that he had paid from §250 to $500 
per acre for all the land he hold in Bur- 
rard Inlot. He (Mr. If.) knew later that 
at that time he had nob paid one cent. 
Ho would also like to know how these 
palatial residencies were erected. He 
would prove before this house was pro- 
rogued that lie was tho most corrupt inait 
that ever .sat in this legislative assembly. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson reipiested that the 
words bo taken down. 

This being done, the Hon. Mr. Hum- 
phreys, c»iiitiiiuing, said- he agreed with 
much that had been said by the hon. 
leader of the opposition. Thot(>rm "cor- 
ruiitioii and dishonest" was mild when 
applied to govcriiinoiit meinbcrs. He 
could not under.staiKl how lujii. geiitloincii 
who hail spoken to him about them before 
this session coiild now support ilieiii. 
'I'liero were two reasons why he could not 
consent to the proposal of the hon. gentle- 
man opposite — it was simply intsuded 
that the iiKpiity should be a farce --they 
desired to make both judge and jury. 
He did not want to place his witnesses in 
a position where they, as evidenced by 
the throats of the iiroviiieial .secretary and 
the hon, president of the council, would 
be sued for libel.' He was satisticil in his 
conscience that the charge against tho 
hon. president of the coinieil was true, 
.■iiid it was neccaaary that an iiif|niry 
should he made into the loyalty, if any, 
that goiitieiuan posstis.sed. There were 
other hon. gentlemen whose acts almuld 
he eii(|uij'od into, iiiid the (piestion 
whether the president of the council was 
guilty or not had nothing to do with this 
liotiae. He did not ask that a court of 
iiupiiry sliould be instittitc'd, litil that the 
prayer of tho resolution lie grtuited. He 
did not believe that he could get even- 
handed justice in the house. He thought 
that the hon. president of the council 
{lossossed too much iniluonco on 
account of his wealth. Thoy could go 
back a short time when the hon. geiitlo- 
men opposite would have considered 
the hon. president of the council as not 
being v/orthy to spit upon (hisses). He 
contended that, owing to the influence 
of a metallic character, hon. gentlemen 
opi>o.iito and the governmout were afraid 
to speak their minds in regard to tho pre- 
sident of the council. To remove it from 
all taint of ))artiz,inship the einiuiry .1110111(1 
bo made in the way he snggejted il. The 
way proposed by tlin goviM'iinimit wna 
calculated to defeat the inijuiry, Tho 1'(J- 
putation of the jiresideiit of the council — 
his honor — his oath was concerned in this 
imiuiry. Ilia (Mr. H.'s) change of tho 
wording of the resolution was not his own 
desire, but was in consideration of the 
opinions of the hon, gentlemen with whom 
he had the honor to net, and he called 
upon them to prove it. (Ooveniiiieiit 
members— Hear, hear.) It must be re- 
membered that tho hon. gentleman was 
acting with the wcalthiusb combiiiation on 
the Pacific ceast. His position was tliat 
the hon. gentleman's loyalty should be 
placed above flus|)icimi. There was no- 
thing wrong in his endeavoring to prove 
tho charges ho had brought— if they woi o 
untrue, why no harm was done. He reiioiitod 
again tho statement that ho did not be- 
lisvo in the independence of the Kovern-

And w'loreas, the provincial govern- 
ment iqipointpd commissioners to enquire 
into the .Metlakahtla disturbances, whose 
report was con.sidored by the legislative 
a.s.sciiibly, and the following resolution 
adn|)tcj': 

Resolved, that in the opinion of this 
house there is valid reasons for believing 
th.tt the Indians of Metlalcahtla and the 
Northwest const, and Queen Charlotte 
ial.'inds, have been taught that the Domin 
ion laws relating to Indians have no ap 
plication to these tribes, and that the 
lands outside these reserves are still the 
property of the Indians; 

Tiiat these teachings have led to y(idu- 
spreiid dissatisfaction amongst tho Indians, 
and the wliite settlers who are eariyiiig 
on mining and other important industries 
in the west coast district, arc liable to he 
interfered with; 

'I'hat undor tho terms of union and the 
British North America Act, tho control 
of the Indians' and the management of 
their hiiirls is vested in the Dominion 
goveriinient; 

Ueaelved, that it is the duty of the Do 
ininioii guvernnu'iit at once to take active 
inul energetic .stops to enforce the Indian 
ai t in its integrity amongst these tribes, 
and to compel obedience to tho law. 

That the provincial government proceed 
to carry out the survey of tho lands at 
Miasioii point as gOTernmoiit land. 

Resolved, further, that in tho mean 
time tho provincial government take mea- 
sures to protect the white settlers from 
the encroachments of the Indians. 

And whereas, many hundreds of the 
industrial native population of the pro 
vinco have left "the homes of their 
fathers" through the iiistruinontJility of tho 
almve letter signed by Mr. Turnoraiidhave 
settled in the iidjuining territory of Alas- 
ka, and deprived the province of the ro- 
BultB of their industry; iind whereas tho 
conduct of Mr. Turner in becoming a 
member of a government which has al- 
lowed such "grievous wrongs" to be in- 
lli(!tod (111 a porti'in of our population and 
caused theiu " to submit to tho fiolont 
seizure of their land " is highly inconsist- 
ent with what is right. 

This house is of opinion that tho action 
of Mr. Turner in this matter was highly 
prejudicial to provincial interests, and 
that he should bo removed from his posi- 
tion as an adviser of his honor tho Lieut. - 
Governor. 

Mr. Huinphroys to move the following 
resolution : Whereas tho administration of 
intestate estates in the jirovince of British 
Columbia is expensive and unsat;sfaot«ry; 
be it therefore resolved, That a select 
committee be apijointed to enquire into 
tho state of tho law, and the methods of 
administrating such estate, with the view 
to tho greater security of tho public. The
